Life and Sufferings of John Nisbet in Hardhill. 


N the Reign of King James the IV. ſometime before the Year 15009 
it pleaſed the Eternal JEHOVAH, who, in the Creation com- 
. manded Light to ſhine out of Darkneſs, amidſt the Ignorance ot that 
Age, to cauſe his marvellous Light take Influence on Mordoch Nisbet 
in Hardhill, in the Pariſh of Lowdez and Shire of Air, for attaining to che 
true and faving Principles of Chriſtian Knewledge ; his Eyes were opened 
to ſee the Vanity and Evil of Popery ; which, through Grace, inſtantly in- 
e clin'd his Heart to loath it: So he deliberately reſolved againſt it, turnd” 
d from it; and join'd himſelf with theſe called Lellarde, the firſt Name gi 
to Britiſh Proteſtants, whom PaprifZs called Hereticks : But in the = | 
e

of King James the V. the Papifts perceiving the Lolards began to gro 
numerous; and they not willing any ſhould diſturb their Kingdom 
_ EB Darkneſs, raiſed Perſecution againſt them. Then Mordoch fled over Seas, 
and took a Copy of the New Teſtament in Writ : What elſe he did, we 
cannot ſay ; but after ſome ſtay Abroad, he came home to ſee his Native 
Country, with others who had been el{cwhere upon the ſame Occaſion ; 
two of winch were taken and burnt at Glaſgow, viz. Mr. Rufſel and Mr. 
Kennedy, as is to be ſeen in the firſt Bopk of Knox's Hiſtory.—- Mordoch 
being in the ſame Danger, digged and built a Vault in the Bottom of his 
Jon Houſe ; to which he retired himſelf, ſerving GOD, and reading his 
new Book. Thus he continued, inſtructing ſome few that had Accels to 
him, until the, Death of King James the V. But when the Queen Donwager 
held the Regency, the true Religion began to be more-openly profeſt, the 
Monuments and Ornaments of Satan's Kingdom of Darkneſs pulled down; 
Mordech, tho" then an old Man, crept out of his Vault; and joining him- 
ſelf with others of the LOR D's People, lent his helping Hand to this 
Work through many Places of the Land, demoliſhing Idolatry where ever 
they came. But, having ſerved his Generation, he died, and left his Son 
Alexander Nisbet Heir to his New Teſtament,Zeal and Concern for the true 
Religion, which he indeed 1 Care of; and continuing therein to has. . 
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. '-Aries, he returned to. Scotland, and ſwore the. Covenants, when King 
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ament 
and other Relatives. This James was humble, meck, and very religious, 
hut nothing of a publick Spitit. He married one_ Janet Gibſon, who was 
eminently religious, bold and publick-ſpirited, beyond many of her Sex. 
She died young, and left him with two Children, a Son called John, and a 
Daughter called Mary. I have heard her much commended and lamented, 
tho' ſhe was dead 24 Years before I was born. James lived à Widow 
all the reſt of his Days in the Profeſſion of true Religion, and Study 
of Holineſs, training up his Family in the Fear of GOD very Painfully : 
fome particular Inſtances whereof might be given ; but I incline not to. in- 
large. When he died, he left the written NewTeſtament to his Son John, 
who was adorned with the humane Advantages of a tall, ſtrong, wejhbuitr 
Body, and of a bold, daring, publick, Spirit, He went Abroad, and joined | 
in the Military, the Knowledge of which was of great Uſe to him in Time 
ot the after Perſecution.

Charles at his Coronation ſwore them in Scoon, 1650. E 
O AN leaving the Military, went home to his own Houſe, and mar- 
ried a young Woman, called Margaret Law, who proved an equal, true and | 
kind Voke- fellow to him all the remaining Days of her Life. 2 ; 
That fſhe was endued with Gracious ' Qualifications ſuitable to his 
fuffering Circumſtances, may readily be gueſt at from the Particulars anen: 
her, which I refer to their more proper Place. et 0 
John after he was married lived Chriſtianly and comfortably with his Wito'| 
and Family, until the Year 1667, when King Charles and his Underlings | 
overthrew the Glorious and ever Famous Work of Reformation; he con- 
ceived ſuch Diflike of them and their wicked Proceedings, that particu- M 
larly, frae once they Burnt the Covenant, he would neither cut his. Beard, 
nor Countenance them in the leaſt; but witneſled againſt them on all Oc- 
caſions in his Place and Station. —.— In the Year 1664, he baptized a Child 
with one of the outed Miniſters; the Curate hearing of this was greatly 
enraged, and publiſhed in his Pulpit, that he would Excommunicate John 
Nisbet in Hardhill the next Loxy's Day. But ere that Day came he was 
ſnatch'd away by a ſudden Death ;. ſo the Execution was prevented. The 
Perſecution was then but newly begun; not exceeding three Perſons had 
ſuffered Publick Death for the Cauſe of Religion ; and this ſeems to have | 
been the Reaſon, why the malicious Curate fell on ſuch- a rediculous Me- 
thod of Procedure. When the perſecuted People met together at Lan 
erk in 2666, and there renewed the Covenant, John being one of them; 
and more known than others, was threatned with Death for that and 6- 
ther Zealous Appearances, which he had made - He being ſenſible of this, 
found himſelf obliged for his own Safety, as well as Principle, to tollow | 
theſe People, and keep with them in Arms. At Pentland Fight he _— 
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ed 17 Wounds, was ſtript naked and leſt for Dead; yet as much Strength 
and Life reſerved, as enabled him to make his Eſcape in the Night, tho“ 
it was a Twelve Month before he recovered, At Drumclog he did good 
Service, behaved to a Wander, 'yet was preſerved : At Bothwell he fought 
openly and boldly, being not only a Zealous Chriſtian, but a Man of great 
| Bravery and Reſolution ; he ſtood while any Man would ſtand ; after all he 
made his Retreat, and at that Time eſcaped from falling into the Enemies 
Hand. The next Day they came in ſearch of him, but miſſing him, took all 
that he had in the World ; thruſt out his Wife andfour Children,and locked 
the Doors. Moreover, on ſome Hell-hatched Conſideration, a Party came 
immediately back to fetch away his Wife & Children ; but they being got 
out of the Way to ſeek ſhelter elſe where, could not be found, Then was 
a Proclamation iſſued forth, offering 3000 Merks to any that would appre- 
hend him ; and if any harboured him, or any of his, and did not deliver 
them up, they ſhould be taken and puniſhed, and all their Goods eonfiſ- 
| cate. This took ſo among the frighted People, that no Body would let them 
in at a Door, that knew them; ſo they were obliged to wander from place 
to place among Strangers. In this Condition John and his Family ſeemed 
to reſemble thoſe who are deſcribed in the 11. of the Hebrews ad 38, They 
wandered about in Deſerts, and in Mountains, and in Deus, and in Caves of © 


the Earth, &c. I 5 | 
Thus above 6 Years in the Extream Heat and Violent Rage of Perſecu- 


tion, eſpecially from the Year 1679 to 1685, he lived, as I may ſay, ſuffering 
all kinds of Diſtreſs, not accepting Deliverance, that with a ſafe Conſci- 
ence he might preſerve to himſelf and others, the free Enjoyment of. the 
_ Goſpel faithtully preached in Fields and Hills, whither he and a ſele& Com- 
| pany, ſuch as he was, came always well armed, as well to defend, them- 
| ſelves, as to protect thei: Miniſters, and Brethren from Vio ence, during 
the Worſhip of Gop, as Occaſion ffiould preſent. ; - 
Notwithſtanding of ail this Hardſhip, Johz wonld not abait his Zeal, 
but ſtill ſaying, M/hoſo will not be faithful in little, will not be faithful in much, : 
whoſo putteth his Hand to the Plowgh, and looketh back, is not fit for the Kingdom 
& Heaven. And that, with Moſes, we were not to loſs Hair or Hoof: He 
 wenton pleading for Truth, and contending againſt the ſinful compliances: 
of theſe Times, hearing the Goſpel when preached by Mr. Donald Cargil, 
Mr. Richard Camron, and Mr: James Renwick, and at all Meetings of the 
| Loxvy's People, where Providence furniſhed him Oportunity, giving his 
Counſel and Advice anent carrying on of a Teſtimony tor Truth. | 
Amidſt theſe Troubles his Wife's cheerful Acquieſcence and ſincere Sym- 
athy with him, was great Comfort and Encouragement. to him. This 
Woman preferred the Peace and Safety of à good Conſcience, fo tar, 
(which to him and her was a continual Feaſt) that ſhe was never heard. 
nor ſeen to ſhew the leaſt Diſcontent with. her Lot, altho* ſhe underwent 


_— that at Pentland, and at the Highlanders Plundering, when $000 of theſe 
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many Troubles, ſuch as her Houſe and Goods many Times rifled, beſides 


cruel Savages were turned in upon the Veſtern Shires, to preſs the Bond 
of Conformity. And, Lash, at Bothwell all her Suſtenance and Worlyly | 
Subſtance was entirely taken away; after which, as hath been ſaid, ſhe 
might not ſtay in any Place, nor none of her Childten where they were 
| known: The Proclamation formerly mentioned had intercommuned them; 
ſo that if they came to be known, or if Intelligence was gotten to whom 
they belonged, there was no longer Reſidence in that Bounds for any ot 
them. But the 5 1683, and Month of December put an End to all her 
Troubles; ſhe died in the 8 Day of her Sickneſs, more than 23 
Months, but not tull 2 Years before he fell-into the Hands of his Cruel 
Enemies; ſhe was buried in Fanhouſe Church-Yard, where 8 Days after 
her Daughter was buried by her Side. This 2 and Chriſtian Duty 
behoved to be performed at Mid- night, becauſe it might not be known, 
what they were, neither would any Body do it, but ſuch as might not ap- 
pear in the Day Time. The Curate having Knowledge of them, and to 
whom they belonged, threatned to take them up and burn them, or elſe

eren he who firſt loved us, and this is my Comfort; alſo it doth Com- 
fort me very much, that my Wife, vhom ye have already buried out of my 
Sight, bears the Mouth that never bad me do that that might hurt my 
Conſcicnce, notwithſtanding of all the Trouble ſhe met with on my Ac- 
count; but on the contrary, when I was telling her at any Time, I dare 
not do ſuch or ſuch a Thing, ſhe would have ſaid, Well then, ſee jon do it 
ut, came of me and my Bairas what will: GOD lives, we need not be afraid;

and if ye, they, and I were once fairly in Immanuel's Land, we Hal be richly 


| made up. Therefore, ſaid he, I bleis Gop who gave me ſuch a Wite, and 


I bleſs him that hath taken her again. At Eleven a Clock in the Night 


they carried away his Daughter; and had two Miles to Sanhouſe Church- 
Yard, where her Mother was buried that Night bygone 8 Nights. He 


carried the Head all the Way, and quickly after went off to hid himſelf, 
There was great ſearch made for him by the Enemy before the next Day; 
but ere then, he was a good Way from that Bounds, and ſo eſcaped : . 
Yet tho' the Enemy got Notice-that he had been there helping to bury his 
Daughter, they got no Notice where either ſhe or her Mother died, which 
truly was a great Mercy. This Nature-trying Pinch of Affliction he en- 


| dured with much admirable Magnanimity, Patience, and Submiſſion : But 


in the Mean. Time being called of God to more Publick Sufferings, and 
beforè Hand endued with. a ſingular Mcaſure of Chriſtian Courage, ne- 
glecting his own private Troubles, and caſting them afide, he returned to 
fis Wandering Lot with Eminent Forwardneſs and Vigour, tho' he certain- 
ly knew to meet with dangerous and ſtraitning Circumſtances in it; yea 
he ceaſed not through theſe and other Sufferings of greater import, to pur- 


ſue his former Courſe of Duty; for he had eſpouſed CRHRISIT'Ss Croſs by 


deliberate Choice; he was indeed of an Excellent Spirit. And, as Sloman 
ſays, More Excellent than his Neighbour. His Natural Temper was truly 
Noble and Generous, but after regulated by ſanctified Underſtanding, and 
improven by Grace, it became far more ſo in a Spiritual Senſe: For then 
ſuteable to his Inclination, his Endeavours were carefully bent on all Oc- 
caſions, to ſave the Credit of the Cauſe for which he ſuffered: Among o- 
ther Inſtances that might be adduced to evince this, the following Paſſage 
ſeems to be Significant. —--- As he was — thro' a Moor on a 
Snowie Day, one of his old Neighbours who was ſeeking Sheep, met him, 


was going in a. Pilgrim's Halit, and that your Bairns were begging ; ana yet I ſee 
you look as well as ever you did! Then taking out a Rix Dollar he offered it 
to John: John ſeeing this, took out a Doucat-down, and offered it to him, 


and knowing Pin out, O Hardhill, are you yet alive, I'was told. you 


| | ſaying, I will have none of yours, but I will give to you if you pleaſe ; for 


may ſee there is nothing wanting to him that feareth the Lox D, and 
would never have thought that you ( calling the Man by his 
Name) would have gone ſo far on with the Enemies of Goo, as to Sell 


his Conſcience to ſave his Gear; I had far other thoughts of you before 


Bothwel, when you was in Society with us ; take warning H. go Home 


: and Mourn for that, and all your other Sins before Gop; for if Mercy do 
not prevent, you will certainly periſh, The Poor Man thanked him, put u 
g his Money and went Home. --— John continued after this, and to his la 


Breath, Stedfaſt and Firm witneſſing, for what he ſaw to be Duty, and a-

The Sabbath Night before he was taken, as he and four moe were Tra- 
velling, it being exceeding Dark, no Wind, but a Thick ſmall Rain, no 
Moon, tor that was not her Seaſon, behold, ſuddenly the Clouds clave

-out a Light beyond that ef the-Sun, which laſted aboye the Space of two 


Minutes. They heard a Noiſe,and were much amazed. They ſaid one to an- 


other, What mah that Meau: But he ſpake none, only utrered three deep 
and heavy Groans. One of them asked him what it might Mean, he ſaid, 
We know not well at preſent, but within a little we thall know better; yet

' him, or Die for him, as he in his Providence ſball call me to it, and bear me 


thro in it; and alibo I have ſuffered much from Prelates, and falſe Friends, 


theſe 21 Tears, yet now I would net for a Thouſand Worlds I had done etherwiſe;

"Gemmel, was hiding in a Man's Houſe near Finnick Kirk, where they ſome- | 


times uſed to be ſheltered in ſevere Weather, it pleaſed Gop they were 


ſeen, and private Information given to the Enemy; ſo that before they were 
aware, tourty of the Enemy commanded by Robert Nisber a Kinſman of | 
nis own, ſurrounded the Houſe ; John with the other three thought fit to 
hid themfetves among the Cows in the Byar, reſolving, if the Enemy found þ 
them, all of them ſnhould fight it to the laſt, rather than be taken, ſaying, 
It was Death do what they would. The Enemy got Light, ſearched the 
Houſe, and coming where they were, fired on them; they fired alſo upon 
the Enemy; after which they ſtroke with their clubbed Guns, till the Stocks | 

broke\; then thev went in Grips with ſome of the Enemy, and threw ſome 
of them down: The Enemy ſeing they could not win at them for the Beaſts, | 
(ſome whereof were ſhot and lay in the Way) cried to go all forth, and 
Burn the Houſe. The four Men chuſing rather to die by the Sword, than 
by Fire, went out after them; John went out formoſt, and getting 


his back to the Wall,ſtood and defended himſelf ; bur received 7 Wounds, 
two in each ſide of his Neck, on above the left Pap, another near the 


Right, and one in the left Arm, the Commander came to them that were
